Council unanimously 
approves decision to 
staff State Street site

Alter an eight -year vacancy. Bet - 
tendorfi State Street Fire Station is 
set to reopen July I. 

The Bettendorf City Council 
unanimously approved the change 
Tuesday night. The consent agenda 
item included seven promotions 
within the department and a revised, 


contract that includes wage restruc- 
turing between the city and the fire- 
fighters’ union. 

During Monday's discussion at Ihe 
council's committee-of-the-whoJe 
meeting. City Administrator Decker 
Plochn said city staff members have 
reached an agreement with the Bet- 
tendorf Professional Firefighters 
Association after 2 Vz months of 
"fruitful negotiations." 

“We ail rolled up our sleeves, and 
think we’ve found a cost-neutral way 
for this to happen without hiring any 
additional personnel, 1 ' Pioehn said. 

The city will promote a captain 
to assistant chief, three lieutenants 
to captains and three firefighters to 
lieutenants - the department’s first 
promotions since the early IdUOs, 
Cluef Gerry Voelliger said. 

Matt l-awton, president of the 
firefighters union, said the adjust- 
ments restructure the department's 
pay scale for captains and lieuten- 
ants. 

"For us, it's a really a win-wtal 
because we'll lie safer at the fire 


scenes. We'll respond faster, and 
those guys (who are promoted) will 
make more money than they do 
today." he said. “It's been a long 
prefect in the making, but this time 
we l»ad a council that truly did stand 
behind us and made this a priority." 

Tlie city plans to staff the station 
at 1000 State St. with three firelight - 
ers and cither a captain or a licuten • 
an! by July I at the latest. 

In February, Plochn said the cur- 
rent budget did not have room for 
any promotions. 

Under the city's current contract 


with the firefighters union, if the 
department's captain is on vacation 
ot at training, the city must pay a 
lieutenant to step up for the day, also 
known as out-of-rank pay. On aver- 
age. tire department pays $71,000 
for aut-of-rank pay every year. 
Pioehn said. 

He added that the newly negoti- 
ated wage scale is less than the 
current contract that ends June JO. 
Firefighters who would have been 
promoted under the current contract 
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Bettendorf set to reopen 
downtown fire station

The couple's 53-year-old son, Phil, checks 
it dally on his smartphone. If there's no activ- 
ity during a designated time, the younger 
Dwocsky gets an automated email, so Ire can 
decide whether to call or stop by. “This is 
peace of mind, really” he says of the system he 
installed last year. 

The Silicon Valley tech executive lives just 
across town, but the sensors lielp him keep an

Tire company in April 
changed contractors on the 
project and laid off work- 
ers- Recently, the company 
has advertised for workers in 
other states. 

Sen. joe Bolkcom. D-lowa 
City, on Tuesday criticized the 
latest developments at the fer- 
tilizer plant. 

"Most of the fired work- 
ers are lowans. These lowans 


helped pay for these jobs on the 
front end by providing the tax 
Incentives Gov. Branstad handed 
over to Orascom In the worst 
economic deal ever." Bolkcom 
said Tuesday on the Senate 
floor. “And now they are paying 
again on the back end by finding 
themselves in Lee County with- 
out a job." 

But Branstad's office 
defended tire fertilizer plant. 


saying it Isas a payroll of $23 
million per month and has 
reduced I.ee County's unem- 
ployment by 44 percent .

Branstad seeks to drop 
abortion-payment role 

Governor received power to OK. deny Medicaid funds for procedure in 2013

Ijcgislalors voted in 2013 lo 
require the governor's ap- 
proval before the public in- 
surance program would pay 
for any abortions. A national 
expert said Iowa is the only 
slate to have such a rule. The 
governors spokesman con- 


firmed this week that Rran- 
slad has not asked legislators 
to renew the rule, because he 
never has been asked to in- 
voke it. 

The rule was passed as a 
compromise between House 
Republicans, who wanted to 


limit abortions, and Senate 
Democrats, who oppose such 
limits. 

Iowa allows Medicaid re- 
imbursement for abortions 
only in certain circum-

‘BRINGING MY BROTHER HOME’ 


Veteran finds healing by adding fallen soldiers name to memorial

H is name is Douglas Peter- 
son. He was forgotten 
Go through the 866 
names on the Iowa Vietnam 
War Monument at the Iowa 
State Capitol grounds. Go 
through lhe“P“son the list. Not 
there. 

Yet on Oct. J, 1969, Peterson 
suffered war wounds in Viet- 
nam so grave that he later died 
from them. 

His parents. Darrell and 
Faycldn Peterson of Fairfield, 
mentioned the omission to fam- 
ily long ago, after the monu- 
ment was dedicated in 198-1. hut 
nothing came of it. 

Then Dan Gannon of Anke- 
ny showed up lie fought in 
Vietnam the same year as Pe- 
terson but didn't know him. 

He heard scuttlebutt a cou- 
ple of years ago that IVtcrson's 
name was missing and started 
his research. This is why; He 
made a promise in 2003 that if 
he survived the war — and in 
many ways he was still fighting 
its injuries to him — he would 
do everything he could to help 
other veterans, 

"Because I've gotten to 
know suffering." he said. "Be- 
cause I had friends who didn't 
come home." 

D oug Peterson entered 
boot camp at age 18 in 
196? a ixl served in Com- 
pany I), 1st Battalion, 505th In- 
fantry Regiment of the 82nd 
Airborne Division. 

In July 1969. as a rifleman in 
lxmg An Province in Vietnam, 
he faced a hostile force in a 
fierce ground bailie. His unit 
ambushed the enemy m an in- 


tense firelight from only about 
65 feet, Me Peterson con- 
tinued heavy fire, despite the 
barrage aimed at him. and 
killed a North Vietnamese sol- 
dier and recovered valuable 
documents 

He was awarded an Army 
Commendation Medal with a 
“V" for heroism. 

Pelersons sister Julie 
Glucek of Kcosauqua remem- 
bers him as a "caring, fun guy" 
who wanted to enlist and fight 
for his country, proud to wear 
the uniform. But in the -JO years 
since, she mostly remembers 
him suffering in the years after 
he returned 

On Oct 1, 1969. he suffered 
wounds hi his lungs, spleen, 
and spine from enemy small- 
arms fire. He was a paraplegic, 
and for more than five years he 
fought for his life, transferring 
to several hospitals, the last in 
Houston, Texas. Glucek helped 
care for him until he knew his 
time was short lVlerson want- 
ed to return to his home state to 
die, which he did at the age of 25 
on March 9. 1975 

His family has not forgotlen 
his sacrifice. Gannon was de- 
termined that Iowan s 
shouldn't, either. 

G annon didn't plan on go- 
ing into the military- He 
grew- upon a farm with 13 
Millings and planned to return 
there after graduating from 
Iowa State University in 1969. 
But then his brother was se- 
verely wounded in the Vietnam 
War, and he wanted to avenge
